DOUBLE LILY-OF-THE-VALLEY. 
= HHH IEEE 


We obtained our first few pips of this magnificent strain 
of Lily-of-the-Valley several years ago,and it slowly became 
plentiful in spite of a moderate demand.Last season,we were 
at last fortunate enough to get together a considerable 
number of strong single pips,or »buds,most of which will have 
a developed flower bud in them.Planted in early spring, they 
should give their flower,and then,if the soil is good, they 
will develop several bud or pips,for next year,some of which 
will flower.The plant is just as permanent as the older form 
and thrives with the same treatment. 


However, thete is no comparison between ordinary Lily-of- 
the-Valley,and this double form.The stem is much taller and 
more sturdy,often being a foot high.The pendant bells are 
fully fragrant.The doubling consists of an extra bell of six 
segments,within the regular flower.Often,too,there are two 
blooms in a place,instead of one. 


The Encyclopedia of Horticulture mentions a double form 
but the later Hortus,does not,indicating that the plant is 
not commonly grown in America.However,our plants come from 
a Maryland garden,and were taken there from another garden 
in a small Pennsylvania town,where they were found growing 
beside the back steps of a small cottage.Whether they came 
originally from some introduction from abroad,which thus in- 
spired the note in the Cyclopedia,or whether they appeared 
in that town by chance,we'll never know.

CHRYSANTHEMUMS,-HARDY AND OTHERWISE. 


Everyone will admit the beauty and 
usefulness of Chrysanthemums,in the 
Fall garden.A long-time friendship with 
one of the foremost producers of new 
varieties has forced us to keep up our 
acquaintance with the famiiy,whether or 
no.But from time to time,we have stopped 
offering plants,and have stated our belief 
in writing,that Mums were not for the 
northern garden,meaning of course, those 
of our own locality,or any section where 
frost came heavily in late September,or 
early October.It was never a question of 
winter hardiness with us,but rather the 
depressing result of the frosting of a 
beautiful clump of plants,just coming in 
to flower after a summer of care,or if 
covering had resulted in escape from that 
catastrophe,then the lonely look of the 
same clump,beside the other frosted and 
withered plants of October.As growers of 
Mums,under glass,we knew of course that 
the best flowers resulted from the setting 
of new small plants,each spring.Hardiness 
after all,was a secondary consideration. 
Yet there was an insistent demand for it. 


So with pleasure we read the following 
which is taken from an article on EARLY 
Chrysanthemums,in one of the best of the 
magazines written for the commercial or 
professional grower of pléents,and while 
unsigned,bearing the stamp of authority 
which designates the work of a well known 
writer on many varied gardening subjects. 


"Actually the: desideratum in U.S.gardens 
is earliness,rather than hardiness,for 
contrary to general assumption good quality 
Mums can only be obtained from propagated 
plants.Even in Europe,choice varieties are 
just as liable to die out in Winter,es here, 
for which reason the propagating special- 
ists carry their stock plants in frames 
and cold houses and fill the public demand 
in the Spring with rooted cuttings in pots 
or flats.The clamor for truly hardy Mums 
here has therefore no real basis because 
the veriest amateur soon finds out that 
plants that stand through the Winter and 
are allowed to grow at will,or even when 
the shoots are thinned out,do not make such 
neat plants or produce such good flowers 
as do young stock" 


What we have needed,and are now begin- 
ning to have available,are plents that 
will flower before killing frosts,or be- 
fore the garden is despoiled of the other 
beauty of foliage growth which set off 
the Mum blossoms.Hardiness sufficient to 
make such plénts over-winter with com- 
parative ease,and resistance to themore 
common troubles of the garden,-yes.But 
we do NOT need absolute hardiness,if we 
ean dig a plent,put it away in a cold 
cellar,and in the succeeding spring 
derive enough cuttings to plant many 
times the space allotted,and produce 
the same glorious show,in the Fall. 
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NEW PLANTS,-AND OLD. 


Never a season goes by,that some one 
new plant appears,which captures popular 
fancy.If,as well may be,the plant is a 
new form of some older,well known family 


then the term new may definitely be allowed 
as is the case with the new early flowering 


Chrysanthemums.If,on the other hand, some 
plantsman discovers that he can grow some 
old favorite in quantity,and proceeds to 
paint it in glowing colors in all the 
magazines,then our disgust may be tem- 
pered only if the plant has real merit, 
and is one that doesn't readily yield to 
intensive cultivation.It is probably well 
that the numbers of the first class,are 
few,for it indicates a healthy respect 
for the gardening tastes of the American 
public.As for the latter,we are amazed 


by the new things offered,each year.Always 


when we read certain lists that appear, 
we again discover our growing age,as we 
recall the season when first we knew some 
particuler item. 


Actually,there are almost no plant 
species or Genera that are not known.In 
most cases where a plant is brought to 
the attention of horticulturists,as a 
desirable garden subject,it has long been 
known to the botanist.So that even when 
hardy forms of certain tender plants are 
hailed as new,it may truly be said that 
they are not newly known,but simply hardy 
strains,of older well known things,which 
by propagating and thus perpetuating a- 
sexually the desirable characteristic, 
has made them known to a section of gar- 
deners who were simply tolerant of them 
before.Personally,we'd prefer to have a 
doubtfully hardy form of some tender 
Genera,advertised exactly as such, than 
to have to discover for ourselves each 
season how much 'salt' we shall need to 
take with the current advertising. 


It was our good fortune to visit several 


nurseries,new to us,during the past year. 
In them,we saw many plents new to us tho 
familiar in many cases from having read 
of them.Certain items impressed us,and we 
were pleased to note how much attention 
is really being given to selecting and 
breeding for desirable improvements in 
all our well known hardy plents-for it is 
those with which we are concerned.Yet,as 
we look back over 194l,and particularly 
over those trips,we cannot definitely 
recall but one pléent that impressed us. 
That was the White Buddleia,or Butterfly 
Bush.It was outstandingly new. 


However,we did see some other plents 
and we have some other plants of our own 
that have promise as being either not 
yet well known,or else but little dis- 
tributed.The Early Mums,sare a case in 
point for they are definitely an advan- 
cement over all other types.We also find 
much to be said in favor of the rubellum 
types of Chrysanthemums,for they are more 
nearly truly hardy plents,blossoming well 
for several years on old established 
clumps.Clara Curtis is brighter than the 
type,tho both are very showy,in August.

Hardy Asters of the much branching, 
Novi-belgii or New York type,have never 
done well for us here,as we have previously 
stated.We can and do grow plants readily, 
but whether because of soil,or some other 
factor,we seldom obtain good bloom.True, 
we here at Shelburne are in an area which 
has the least rainfall,over the year,of 
any portion of Vermont,and each late summer 
it seems we get less and less moisture. 

But under such conditions, the New Englend 
Aster,less branching,taller and sturdier 
gives adequate bloom,keeps its foliage, 

and looks really happy.We have obtained 
from Oregon,a number of newer forms, two 

of which we offered last Fall.None have 

the delicate charm of the populéer Harrisons 
Pink, but all have attractive large and 
double flowers,mostly strong bright colors. 


It was interesting during the past season 
to have people visiting us walk past the 
beds which held our Astilbes,and fail to 
rise to the mention of them,only to stop 
and exclaim over the foliage of the variety 
Fanal,which flowered before the others,as 
it had been pléented out from pots,cuite 
early.Not only is the foliage of this sort 
a bright reddish color,but it is delicate 
and attractive in every sense.lhe blooms 
are red,-you may take our word for it-and 
it is definitely a must have for every 
gardener.With it,try Gertrude Brix, some- 
what taller,much more silvery toned, but 
with some of the same red coloring that 
sets Fanal off from all previous sorts. 


In 1914,the noted French firm of V. 
Lemoine & Son,offered three Herbaceous 
Clematis,which they described as seedlings 
of Clematis grata,which they considered 
as a natural hybrid between some climbing 
species,and a herbaceous sort,like C.dav- 
idiana.Hortus however considers C.grata 
as a distinct species,from the Himaléyas. 
Because of world conditions at the time, 
these three plents obtained little con- 
sideration from gardeners,but Mrs.King 
wrote of one of them in her "Chronicles 
of the Garden".The reference excited our 
interest,and plants were imported.Later 
after coming to Gardenside,one plant of 
each sort was received from our good 
friend Frank Campbell,of Detroit.Since 
then we have from time to time increased 
the plants moderately,énd solc a few 
plents.Now at last,we have a considerable 
number of one sort,Cote d'azur.While not 
the sort mentioned by Mrs.King,it is very 
similar,and has proven more easily grown 
than the other two.The fine September 
bloom, blue,end profusely produced,make 
them all far better than C.davidiaena,snd 
worthy of a plece,és 6 specimen,in any 
garden. 


Dianthus Silvermine is 4 pure white 
form of that group of Pinks,whose parentege 
we do not know,that includes Beatrix and 
Furst Bismark.Raven Rock Red is s velvety 
dark red of the same type.These two were 
offered last season,but we took an extra 
year to become convinced of their value. 
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New plants,-and old,continued. 


While speaking of Pinks,we might say 
that the reception given to our offering 
of Dianthus Little Joe,last Fall,really 
amazed us.A£ good sized bed fairly melted 
before our eyes.It seemed that there was 
at least one plant on every order that 
came in.Many bought several.It was just 
as popular with visitors,for it flowered 
from June til frozen down.The bright red 
single flowers,above the neat tuft of blue 
grey foliage,were so large and showy, that 
many inquired if it were really a dwarf 
plent.It is.And with it,this spring we can 
offer a similer pléent,Dienthus Rose Cushion 
the foliage the same neat tuft,but the 
blooms of a bright deep pink.From the 
source,we learn that it is Dianthus neg- 
lectus compacta.Maybe. But this causes us 
to say that we have a good sized bed of 
two year old plants of true Dianthus neg- 
lectus,not at all like either Little Joe 
or Rose Cushion,nor-after two years-even 
half as large as one season old plants of 
the latter.We are reminded,when thinking 
of neglectus,of the remark of a friend 
who stood gazing at a good sized bed of 
this Dianthus in his nursery."Just think 
of having all those D.neglectus in flower 
at one time,and only a half dozen people 
in to see them!Read your authorities on 
alpine Dianthus,and see if you can't be 
persuaded to own this most charming and 
tiny gem,along with its larger ‘compacta! 
forms. 


Friend Borsch on the Pacific Coast,sent 
us,some years ago a prostrate Linun, - 
salsoloides nanum.It didn't appear to be 
difficult to keep growing,but it has given 
us all sorts of trouble to propagate.The 
plant scarcely leaves the ground,and the 
growths are so slender,and so tightly clo- 
thed with tiny foliage,as to make cuttings 
hard to handle,and to root.At last,we have 
a goodly number of year old plants.The 
flowers are exquisite,a pale blue,large, 
and noddingly erect on short stems above 
the foliage.Hardy and satisfactory, slow 
growing,it is a fine companion plant to 
offer with our other Rockery Gem,Thalictrum 
kyusianum,for the latter wants a little 
shade,while the Linum wants full sun,end 
a dry light deep soil.May we assure you 
that even at the price,both of these plants 
are of fullest value. 


It doesn't seem that more Phlox are 
needed,least of all white ones.But we saw 
Marie Louise a year ago last fall, bought 
some plants to grow a season and convince 
ourselves on our own grounds that it was 
the peer of all white sorts.Now we are 
Sure,we want you to try it.It is the 
purest white,clear and delicate,with 4 
fine stem,good foliage,end large heads 
of good sized florets. 


Ever grow Erigerons? Try just one,won't 
you please,our Merstham Glory,and see if 
its soft fluffy blue daisy like flowers 
aren't worth having for a month or more 
in midsummer. 


SOME GOOD LARGE THINGS. 
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DELPHINIUM MOERHEIMI. 


The first white Velphinium of the belladonna type,and still 
the best.It is very scarce and rare,as it does not seed,and 
must be grown by division.We have only a few to spare.$1.00. 


ERIGERON MERSTHAM GLORY.

SHOWY PLANTS. 


No matter how much we all may protest 
that we like plants for themselves,and 
spend days wandering thru woods snd swamps 
or over ledges,looking for the tiniest 
and rarest specimens,some strain of bar- 
barism in us crops out whenever a really 
fine display of color is seen,and we would 
all confess to a liking for masses of the 
coarsest things,if we told the truth,so 
long as they were showy.One friend has 
talked for years of seeing acres of Salvia 
splendens in full bloom,for seed,tho he 
never in his life ever planted anything. 
And that gentle man,our grandfather, who 
for five days a week was a farmer,but on 
Saturday and Sunday prepared and preached 
a sermon,loved his bed of King Humbert 
Cannas. 


In every garden,there is a place for 
the things that give just such masses 
of color.It may be that the beéckground of 
the border is the place.Perhaps a spring 
flowering shrub border,is a wall of green 
all summer,and can be brightened in Fall 
with tall Helenium.Evergreens show off 
Hemerocallis,or Poppies.And in the front 
of the border,the Geums,or other similar 
lower and brilliant flowering plants will 
take the eye from the more sedate plants 
behind them.Last June,at the Waltham 
Field Station of Massachusetts State Col- 
lege,we watchalvisitors enter,walk along 
a border for a ways,and then turn and angle 
off to just such a clump of Geums,or 
to some particular group of Iris that had 
caught the eye.Later they might return 
to the reguiar Fie eka foot by foot of 
the well planned plantings,but it was the 
glowing splash of color,that couldn't be 
resisted. 


So plan your blended color schemes,or 
your white or blue gardens,if you will. 
Build your Rockery,with its cunningly 
devised moraine condition,with its bit of 
shade for this plant,and its cool root 
run for that.Plant them carefully with 
the rarest and best to astound the visiting 
friend;with fragrant flowers for picking. 
But somewhere,always,have a clump of some- 
thing brilliant,coarse and cheery.One 
cannot always avoid a back-sléepping friend. 
You need not even look toward your spot 
of color,unless you need to.But just as 
the cheery friend you avoid one day,may 
be needed the next,just so your bright 
and showy blooms which make a hot day 
hotter,may make a cold and dreary day, 
warmer.They'11 provide a lift to start 
the day off,strength to keep going thru 
the day.4nd as night comes,the spot of 
cheer will still be there if needed.

One further brief digression on this 
subject,rarely missed in the columns of 
the Gossip. 


Within a short time after this reaches 
you,many people for whom Easter is not 
complete without a potted plant of Lilium 
longiflorum,are going to be surprised to 
find that there ere none to be had.Of course 
there are some Easter Lilies.£ small ship- 
ment arrived before importation was stopped 
and some come from Bermuda.But in com- 
parison to the quantities usually provided 
for that day,they will scarcely be noted. 
Now this may not be an importent item to 
many of you,nor one worthy of consideration 
here.The point is tis.For years,we here 
in America have been dependant for our 
pleasure on Easter Sunday,so far as it came 
froma bulb,on 4 product that had been 
brought to us over thousands of miles of 
water, packed,repacked,inspected,and which 
could as well have been grown here.No 
doubt the answer that will come from any 
one who reads this,and has any knowledge 
of the subject,will be that we could not 
produce these bulbs at the same price as 
we have been peying.That is nonsense,for 
today,Regel Lily bulbs are being sold at 
wholesale,all over the country for no more 
and often less,than we have been paying 
for Easter “ily bulbs. 


One of the reasons of course has been 
the large size of the Japanese growing 
and shipping operations,which permitted 
American buyers to obtain all the bulbs 
they wanted,and in known grades and qual- 
ity.To overcome this would take time,end 
be costly.tet there were many American 
firms who would gladly have tried,and 
who possessed the skill and knowledge to 
do so,with every hope of success.They 
were discouraged in great part but lack 
of support of the present Lily growing 
industry.Granted that many thousands of 
Lilies are sold annually,nevertheless, 
the gardener seems to take the attitude 
that because Lilies are difficult,he'll 
try just one bulb,and if it fails to grow, 
he'll plant Petunias,next year.In spite 
of all this,Lily growing persists in 
America,and in increasing numbers.But 
if the gardeners for whom the bulbs are 
grown would try to overcome the difficul- 
ties which trouble the casual grower of 
these beautiful plants.If they would rezd 
the ever-increasing articles on tne dis- 
eases and troubles of Lilies,and then use 
the knowledge presented there in tneir 
own gardens,instead of saying"That sounds 
too difficult".And last,if they would be 
willing to buy several Lilies,instead of 
one,and several varieties,rather than one 
or two,-then gardens would have more Lilies, 
and Lily growers would have the encourage- 
ment they need to grow more and better 
bulbs,to be sold at lower cost,until all 
could know and enjoy them as we do. 


LILIES. 


There will be a gradual shortening of the supply of Lilies,we 
think.First because importations of many varieties are now 

cut off from the principal sources of supply.And second, be- 
cause the Florists of America will undoubtedly use more of 

the varieties that can be grown here,to replace the sorts they 
can no longer buy. Gather in the kinds you need in your garden 
while you may,and at these old-time prices.
